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JUST WHAT DID MIKOYAN WANT? 


Anastas |. Mikoyan, Deputy Premier of the USSR, smiled, traveled and talked; but at the 
end of his evdilein al tour of the U.S., most people were still speculating why he was here. 
Even President Eisenhower was puzzled. At the January 14 National Press Club luncheon, the 
President, when asked point blank why Mikoyan was in the U.S., said: “Just before the lunch- 
eon there was a group of us sitting out here in the lobby and just as we were trying to work — as 
a matter of fact, | was trying to get it out from them what he wants." 


The Communists gave broad hints of what Mikoyan was after two weeks before he left Mos- 
cow for Washington. On December 19, the Communist news service stated that "Mikoyan will 
take up the suggestions made by Khrushchev . . . [for] . . . a gigantic trade program. . . ." 
The major objective of the program, said Communist propagandists, was “improvement and normal- 
ization of relations with all nations — and in the first place with Washington." 


Winning Friends In The U.S. 


In the lingo of Madison Avenue, Mikoyan's job was to make a favorable impact upon the 
American public in general and upon American businessmen in particular. Even by Madison Ave- 
nue standards, Mikoyan's visit was an overwhelming Communist success. When the man Khrushchev 
calls "my rug merchant" was not shopping in super markets, joking with reporters, admiring Ameri- 


can women's legs, or sightseeing, he was deep in serious talks with the nation's political and 
business leaders. 


Mikoyan's public antics won him front-page newspaper coverage in most of the nation's news- 
papers. But these were the frills. The real gains he hoped to make were with U.S. businessmen. 
Arrangements for Mikoyan to meet with U.S. business leaders were made by Amtorg, the Soviet 
trading agency, and by smiling Soviet Ambassador Mikhail Menshikov before Mikoyan's arrival . 


Talking With Businessmen 


In Cleveland, Detroit, Chicago, Los Angeles, and even in New York's famed Wall Street, 
Mikoyan sought out business, industrial and political leaders for "frank" talks. Mikoyan stressed 
again and again that trade opportunities with the Soviet Union were good; that the only thing which 
was stopping wide-scale trade was the foreign policies of Secretary of State John Foster Dulles. 


Mikoyan's approach recalls Communist success in the late 1920's when "frank" talks with U.S. 
businessmen gave the major impetus for U.S. recognition of the Soviet Union in 1933. Moreover, 
some U.S. businessmen were so excited by opportunities of Soviet trade that they shipped entire 
factories with technical instructors to create the Soviet Union's iron-and-steel industry. 
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Now, as the Russian Communists open a seven-year drive to create a chemical industry and 
consumer industries, U.S. businessmen are being given a chance to help again. The Soviet Com- 
munists are out to prove to the world that Communists can outproduce the United States, and thus 
have the superior social system. They figure they can do it if they get enough help from U.S. 
business. 


Ultimate Aim -- Trade And A New "Yalta" Agreement 


Canny observers from other countries are not being fooled by Mikoyan's visit to the U.S. 
But they are worried. The French fear that Mikoyan will bamboozle the U.S. into another "Yalta 
Conference" to divide up the world. The major Communist objective in Eastern Europe today is to 
maintain the status quo. en rer rn eee ae ere eT ee 


What better way than to get the U.S. to agree to lessen support to West Germany and with- 
draw its forces from other West European countries. This, in fact, is the motive behind Khrush- 
chev's threats to start a war over West Berlin on one hand, and Mikoyan's ingratiating visit to the 
U.S. on the other. 


Many serious-thinking Americans today are questioning the wisdom of giving Mikoyan or any 
Communist leader the freedom of our cities to undermine our foreign policies both at home and 
abroad. 


Soviet propagandists already are telling the world that the American people, even American 
businessmen, are "hot" for better relations with the Communist bloc; it is only the American foreign 
policies of John Foster Dulles which keep the cold war alive. What better way to undermine free 
world opposition to continuing Communist advance throughout the world. 


And what do we get out of the exchange? Even if one of our top officials gets equal oppor- 
tunities to rove across the Soviet Union; kid with newsmen, workers, and movie stars; and chat with 
bankers and plant managers, how can we gain? Will we have a chance to win the common people 
of the Soviet Union over to our side and against the aggressive foreign policy of the Kremlin? 


SOVIET SCHOOLS OVERHAULED ANEW 


American educators who investigated Soviet schools last year will have to go back to Mos- 
cow again to keep up with the fast-changing Soviet educational system. The latest trend — decreed 
by Premier Nikita Khrushchev late last year — is to expand child labor in the Soviet Union to im- 
prove “preparation of pupils for life." 


In fact, the entire Soviet educational system from grade school through the university will be 
overhauled during the next three years to carry out the theme of “merging the education of young 
people with socially useful labor." 


Communist educators already report that the new system is beginning to pay off. They told 
Communist leaders at the USSR's Supreme Soviet meeting in December 1958 that in some localities, 
"Widespread forms of labor education include production and building teams and repair and com- 
plex collective farm brigades consisting of school children." 


Education For Life — Red Style 


They added: "Combining education with productive labor has enhanced the pupil's discipline 
and scholastic grades." This achieved one of Khrushchev's main complaints about Soviet education 
to date; namely, that the more highly educated youth thought labor with their hands was beneath 
their dignity. No more serious split could take place in a society nominally — if not actually — 
run by the proletariat, the common working man. 
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But the good of individuals is not the main goal of the educational re-organization. Rather, 
the aim is higher industrial production now and in the future. Under the new system, child-power 
will be put to work immediately in factories, mills, and on farms. At the same time, their school- 
ing will give them knowledge to vastly improve their productive skills and keep up with the devel- 
opments in automation that are promised for Soviet industry. 


Several years ago, Soviet educators told Americans attending an international education 
conference abroad that the smartest thing the Americans ever did was to support vocational agri- 
cultural training in the late 1800's. They said that this enabled Americans to boost farm produc- 
tion, freeing workers to go into industry. This trend, they said, enabled the United States to start 
its vast industrialization which started in the late 1800's and has continued until today. 


Soviets Admire U.S. Vo-Ag Schools 


The new Soviet school re-organization is putting this lesson they learned from the United 
States to work in industrial and technical, as well as agricultural, areas. Education is being used 
as a tool to help the Communists outproduce the United States . . . the Soviet's current economic 
goal. 


Specifically, the Soviet school re-organization will include: 


1. Introduction of general compulsory eight-year schools in place of the present seven-year 
schools. These will provide general education and labor education. Their curricula will be based 
on a foundation of fundamentals of science, polytechnical education, and labor training. Even 
these grade-school children will be “enlisted . . . in socially useful work suitable for their age." 


2. Establishment of complete secondary education starting from fifteen to sixteen years of 
age. These will combine education and "socially useful" productive labor. Further, there will be 
three types of secondary education: 

a) General education schools limited to three years. Students will be able to continue 
working while they go to school. 

b) Vocational training schools giving one-to-three years' training to urban worker youth 
and one-to-two years' training to rural youth. Students will work in the nearest factories, mills, 
and mines or on experimental farms. 


c) Technical institutes to offer both general secondary education and special technical 
training. 


3. Entry to higher educational institutions will be placed on the basis of competetive selec- 
tion to limit the entrants to "the most worthy, trained and capable people" who have already shown 
their qualities in production work. 


Aim To Beat The U.S. 


In effect, the re-organized school system is making Soviet education a training ground for 
Soviet farms and factories. Every study hour, class hour and work hour will be aimed at one goal — 
improving the individual's skill and devotion to duty so that the Soviets will be able to outproduce 
the United States. 


Equally important, from Nikita Khrushchev's point of view, the new school system is a direct 
attack on the Soviet's rising middle class. In recent years, sons and daughters of plont managers , 
writers and government bureaucrats have been getting preferred treatment, particularly in the higher 
schools and universities. 


The added education has made many Soviet students of this class ask critical and even danger- 
ous questions about Communism and Party rule. Moreover, many have felt that because of their 
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education and privileged status, now were “above the masses." Fearing the rise of a non-Party 
elite, Khrushchev is using the school reform to smack down everyone who is not a worker. 


Playing every angle, as Communists always try to do, Khrushchev plans to use child and 
student labor to help overcome the Soviet Union's chronic manpower shortage and give him the ex- 
tra push needed to attain the ambitious goals of the current seven-year plan. As a political bonus, 
he will be keeping students so busy — between the classroom and the farm and factory — that they 
will have neither the time nor the energy to cause him any trouble. 


Loyalty to the Communist cause is being stressed. The Supreme Soviet noted that: "It is 
necessary to improve decisively the work of higher and secondary specialized educational estab- 
lishments in instructing students in the sphere of Marxist-Leninist philosophy of life, on the raising 
of their Communist consciousness and activity, on the bringing up of young specialists in the spirit 
of team-consciousness, awareness of their duty toward society, socialist internationalism and pa- 
triotism, and adherence to the lofty principles of Communist morale." 


"Socialist internationalism," or "proletarian internationalism," as it is more often called, is 
the term used to embrace the idea of ultimate Communist victory in every country of the world. 
Greater farm and factory productivity in the Soviet Union is a key to that victory, for Lenin prom- 
ised, in 1919: “Labor productivity is, in the final analysis, the principal and most important factor 
for the victory of the new social order . . . Capitalism can be utterly vanquished and will be ut- 
terly vanquished by the fact that Socialism creates a new and much higher level of labor 
productivity." 


Thus, the new Soviet school re-organization faces the United States with an even greater 
challenge than did the school system visited by American educators last year. Failure to give all 
American youth the best possible education may well be spelled out in failure to stem the spreading 
Communist tide a few years from now. 


LOVE AND MARRIAGE FEATURED IN THE SOVIET'S ANTI-RELIGIOUS CAMPAIGNS 


Some curious Americans — one in St. Petersburg, Florida, and one in Milwaukee, Wiscon- 
- sin — recently wrote to Radio Moscow, asking about Communist views on atheism and religion. 


One way to get answers is to ask questions. And the answers came back on December 27 in 
an English-language broadcast by Joe Adamov, Viktor Kuprianov, and Sergei Rudin: 

Yes, they said, Communists are atheists. "Religion" in their opinion "is a weapon or an in- 
strument from the spiritual enslavement of the working people." 

No, they do not "persecute the church or religion." Instead, they use education and per- 
suasion. For example, they said: "in our schools we teach the children atheism . . . . In classes 
in natural and social sciences children are taught atheism." 

No, they did not know how many atheists there are in the Soviet Union. Nobody has counted 
them. But they estimated that the majority of people are atheists, and reported that the anti- 
religious campaign is continuing at full blast. 


Anti-Religious Efforts Expanded 


Actually, the Soviets’ anti-religious campaign has been stepped up in recent months. Love 
and marriage have become the main targets of Communist anti-religious propaganda. Take the story 
of Andrei and Natasha, for example. This is a story which is being told widely all over the Soviet 
Union. 


Andrei, it seems, fell in love with Natasha and they were planning to be married. Then 
something happened. Natasha appeared at their usual meeting place, but Andrei was nowhere to 
be found. Later, Natasha saw Andrei enter the door of a church and discovered that he had become 
a "believer." This fact was about the ruin of Natasha's romance. But, being a resourceful 
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Communist girl, she studied anti-religious propaganda and by persuasion convinced Andrei he was 
making a mistake. The outcome brought a reunion between boy and girl, and, presumably, a ma- 
terialistic equivalent of happiness ever after. 


Communists seem to have their wires crossed on the family and marriage question. While the 
Russian Communists are pushing their attack on weddings, they have, at the same time, stated that 
" . . . life out of a family is contrary to nature." The Chinese Communists, on the other hand, 
through their new system of Communes, are trying to wipe out family units. 


Agitators Busy In Fight Against Church Weddings 


The Russian Communists' statement about the family comes from the November issue of the 
Agitator's Notebook, a book of canned speeches for agitators to use in haranguing fellow workers 
in towns, villages and factories all over the Soviet Union. The speech was on "The Soviet and 
Church Weddings." Its purpose was to persuade young people in the Soviet Union to hold their 
weddings in clubs rather than in churches. 


The agitators' argument is a tricky one. It runs like this: 1) "There is nothing holy or di- 
vine in the church wedding," 2) "The church and its believers maintain that a marriage without a 
church wedding is not strong. Nothing is farther from the truth," and 3) "a wedding is a communal 
act and it is quite natural that the bride and groom make public their voluntary decision, that they 
invite their friends and comrades to the registration office and to the wedding." 


Seek Communal Aid 


Then the agitator admits that often in the Soviet Union "the registration of a marriage is a 
bleak and formal bureaucratic operation." What needs to be done is to arrange "a festive cere- 
mony . . . ata club or palace of culture . . . with the help of communal organizations." In such 
ways, Communist agitators are setting about the task of persuading Soviet peoples to stay away 
from church, to celebrate births and weddings in non-religious surroundings. This type of persua- 
sion is the heart of a renewed Communist drive against religion in the U.S.S.R. 


The renewed anti-religious crusade is taking to the airwaves and to formal seminars as well 
as to agitators harangues. A favorite approach is to talk about "the origin and meaning of religion, " 
and "the origin and development of life on earth" and "the role of medicine in the struggle against 
religion" in the attempt to undermine religious belief. 


To bolster this campaign, a "new textbook for propagandists, agitators, and lecturers" has 
just been published. The new book "cites . . . numerous discrepancies in Gospel texts" and dis- 
cusses such topics as "Does the Bible Contain the Truth?" and "Does the Bible Teach Goodness?" 
Interestingly, books along the same lines as those released to agitators and propagandists in the 
Soviet Union have been turning up in the United States. What this underscores is that Communist 


objectives of destroying religious belief has not changed. Attacks are spreading both inside and 
outside the Soviet Union. 


The one real eyebrow-raiser in this Soviet attack against religion is the plug for the "family." 
It indicates some Soviet feeling that Chinese Reds are working "contrary to nature," and this could 
lead to political explosions in the future. 


WILL WE HAVE A USSR-USA SOCIETY? 
Reports coming from Moscow indicate that formation of a USSR-USA Society in the Soviet 


Union is getting top priority from The Union of Societies for Friendship and Cultural Relations with 
Foreign Countries. 


The Union of Societies is a so-called "non-Governmental" Soviet organization headed by 
Nina Popova. It runs fifteen societies in the fifteen Republics of the Soviet Union, presumably to 
promote "friendship" between the people of the slave Republics and Moscow. 
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Besides this, the group has formed about thirty nation-to-nation societies including USSR- 
Great Britain, USSR-France, USSR-Japan, and so on. The idea is to have a nucleus of Soviet cit- 
izens to maintain personal contacts with "friends" in other countries. 


Mandel A. Terman, head of the Chicago Council of American-Soviet Friendship, recently 
urged Nina Popova to set up the USSR-USA society. Lydia Kislova, head of the Union of Soci- 
eties' department handling the Western Hemisphere, reported that great headway in forming the 
Society is being made. 


First Members Reported 


The first members will be men such as Vladimir Matskevich, Soviet Minister of Agriculture; 
dancer Igor Moiseyev; musicians David Oistrakh and Emil Gilels — all of whom have traveled or ap- 
peared in the United States recently. Now that Deputy Premier Anastas Mikoyan has supposedly 
won so many American friends, eétllate he, too, will be eligible for membership in the USSR-USA 
Society. 


Incidentally, Russian Communists are hoping to see some 10,000 American tourists roaming 
around the Kremlin and sightseeing in the Crimea and Black Sea regions this year. If this number 
of Americans does visit the USSR this year, it will nearly double the some 5,000 visitors of last 
year. 


A special attraction to Americans is the reported construction of twenty-four new luxury re- 
sort hotels in Sochi, on the Black Sea. Perhaps the reason Mikoyan wanted to visit Miami was to 
see how the Sochi facilities stack up. Now he may never know. 


"OPERATION ABOLITION" FAILS — TEMPORARILY 


American Communists and Communist sympathizers groaned last month when their efforts to 
have the House Committee on Un-American Activities abolished ended in failure. 


For some time, Communists and their apologists have sought to close every Government agency 
or Committee which serves to expose Communists and their tactics. Recently, according to the 
National Guardian of January 12, a number of groups had sought to put the House Un-American 
Activities Committee out of te way. The National Guardian listed such groups as the American 
Civil Liberties Union in California, the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, the Citizens Com- 
mittee to Preserve American Freedoms, the United Electrical Workers, and the Lawyers Guild as 
among those spearheading the attack. 


Push Signature Campaign 


Earlier, on December 22, 1958, the National Guardian reported that the American Civil 
Liberties Union in California had even pushed a campaign to get 100,000 signatures to a petition to 
abolish the Un-American Activities Committee. Campaign sponsors sought active support from 
clergymen, from Negro groups, and from labor unions. 


Simultaneously, the American Committee for Protection of Foreign Born, a group cited many 
times as a Communist-dominated agency, adopted a twelve-point program to repeal the Walter- 
McCarran Immigration Act during the 86th Congress. Supporters of this campaign included a long 
list of individuals who had appeared before the Un-American Activities Committee and been cited 
for their Communist affiliations. 


American Communists today make no bones about their belief that American public opinion is 
becoming more favorable to Communist efforts and programs, and that this change opens the way for 
them to slam the door on all Government and non-Government efforts to expose Communist conspir- 
acies. Communists have found that they can further their cause best when they work in secret. We 
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can expect continued attacks — sometimes from quite unexpected sources — against both the House 
Un-American Activities Committee and the FBI. Both are bulwarks of anti-Communist efforts in the 
United States — and are primary reasons why Communist Party membership in the U.S, hovers at 
around 10,000 today instead of around the 80,000 it reached in the 1930's. 


New House Committee Report Released 


An example of why Communists fear and hate the House Un-American Activities Committee 
can be seen in the recently published House Committee report on "Patterns of Communist Espionage." 
In eighty-one fact-packed pages, the report tells dozens of stories of Soviet spies from Rudolph Abel 
to Vassili Zubilin and the organizations in which they worked. 


This is a guide-book to Soviet espionage against the United States, exposing Communist use of 
deceit, intrigue, blackmail, terror, and "ladies in waiting" to obtain classified information to help 
the Soviets in their “beat America" campaign. Communists in the United States and Communists in 
Moscow would do almost anything to prevent publication of reports of this kind. You can obtain a 
copy of the House Un-American Activities Committee Report, "Patterns of Communist Espionage, " 
from the United States Government Printing Office. 


REDS PUSH PLANS FOR 1959 YOUTH FESTIVAL 


Communists are trying to make the Seventh World Youth Festival in July - August of this year 
one of the biggest such events of history. Propaganda for the Festival began to arrive in headquarters 
of American youth organizations last October, and it is still arriving. 


The stated aim of the gigantic meeting is to bring together youth from all over the world so they 
can learn to understand each other and improve their co-operation. Since the affair is sponsored by 
Communist groups, however, its real purpose is to generate youths' co-operation with Communists and 
fellow travelers in their own countries and abroad. 


Details of what will happen at the Festival this year give an idea of how the Festival sponsors 


expect the event to pay off in generating more contacts with youth in specific occupational groups 
in the free world. 


While the Festival will feature art competitions, sports and cultural events, much of the real 
work will be done in a series of sixteen professional and occupational meetings. These meetings are 
broken down to include get-togethers for construction workers, metallurgists, electric and power 
plant workers, railway workers, miners, food industry workers, printing trade workers, chemical 
workers, textile workers, clothing workers, teachers, journalists, agricultural workers, peasants and 
tenant farmers, employees of private enterprises and others. 


Festival sponsors claim that affairs of this kind were a huge success at the Sixth World Festival 
in Moscow in 1957. And no wonder. Through such meetings Communist youths build up contacts in 
key occupational groups around the world. Communists then try to exploit these contacts as trans- 
mission belts of Communist propaganda into their own countries. 


Festival Fund To Aid Delegates 


As was the case at the Sixth World Youth Festival, sponsors are anxious to get a large repre- 
sentation of youth from Asia and Africa. These are prime target areas for Communist expansion in 
which young people of the countries could assist. So the International Festival Committee has set 
up a World Festival Fund to provide the money to get youth from Asia and Africa to the Festival in 
Vienna and back home. Already they report that money has been flowing in from Festival Commit- 
tees in such countries as Britain, France and Albania. The East German Committee has agreed to 
pay the bills for the youth delegation from the Sudan. 
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The meeting place for this year's Festival, of course, will have a great natural appeal for 
many Western youth. It is Vienna, the home of the waltz and — as the Festival sponsors empha- 
size over and over — also the home of the Karl Marx Hof — the biggest dwelling house in Vienna. 


But even the most attractive meeting places can be made distasteful if you meet the wrong 
people there. And the Festival sponsors — the World Federation of Democratic Youth — is run 


by the wrong people. 


At a WFDY executive meeting in Colombo, Ceylon, in December, an American youth prom- 
ised that "400 American youth and students will participate in the coming Youth Festival in Vienna." 
This youth did not say that the American youth would go to learn to understand other people better 
or even to work for world peace. Instead, he proclaimed that "No one can prevent the American 
youth from strengthening their friendship and solidarity with the youth of the world, especially with 


the youth of Latin America who are fighting for freedom from the yoke of the U.S. monopolies." 
(Underlining added: Ed.) 


Communist-Run WFDY Is Violently Anti-American 


The entire tone of the WFDY meeting was hostile to the United States and favorable to the 
Soviet Union. The meeting condemned American "imperialist intervention" in South Vietnam 
(which American Forces helped to save from the Communists), in Formosa (where American forces 
are preventing Communists from seizing the island) and in South Korea (where American forces are 
protecting Korean peoples from Communist conquest). 


The WFDY group — presumably including the one American youth — went down the line for 
driving the United States out of Asia, and Africa and Latin America. These are the people who are 
running the exciting sounding Festival. They are simply and purely Communists. Their first alle- 
giance is to the Communist leaders in Moscow, and their purpose in sponsoring the World Youth 
Festival is to exploit youth of other countries to further Moscow Communists' ambition to destroy free 
countries and rule the world. 


The All-American Conference to Combat Communism serves as a meeting ground and 

clearing house for some fifty national women's, youth, religious, professional, civic, 

fraternal and veterans' organizations. The Conference is non-partisan. It dissemi- 

nates objective information about Communist intentions and tactics to guide member 

organizations in their efforts to preserve freedom.
